Washington, February 14,—(Special.) 
Representative Cart Vinson reported 
to the house today a bill which will 
Insure the successor of Henry Lincoln 
Johnson, the Atlanta negro lawyer, ao 
recorder of deeds of the District of 
Columbia, being a white citizen of 
Washington. The bill passed without 
debate. v 

The office of recorder of deeds pay3 
$4,000 a year and has in the past been 
regarded as patronage of the colored 
supporters of the administration. White 
women In this office work in the same 
room with, and usually under the sur¬ 
veillance of. negro chiefs. The condi¬ 
tion wits considered Intolerable by 
southern congressmen. Upon attaining 
membership on the District of Colum¬ 
bia committee, Mr. Vinson sought to 
relieve this situation.

Field Marshal French 
To Be Held Responsible 
For British Air Defense 


London, February 15.—It seems chat 
the government has no intention of 
yielding to the agitation In favor of 
creating an aviation ministry charged 
with the defense of the country against 
air attack. It i e stated that the gov¬ 
ernment. Instead, has decided to Insti¬ 
tute a great air defense department 
with headquarters at Whitehall, under 
Field Marshal Viscount French, who 
will be solely responsible for air de¬ 
fense. It is expected that either Pre¬ 
mier Asquith or A. J. Balfour, first 
lord of the admiralty, will ^explain the 
proposed plana to parliament today or 
tomorrow. 

Field Marsha) French will have com¬ 
mand of all the aircraft artillery and 
defensive aircraft, except the water 
planes, which will continue under ad¬ 
miralty control, their business being 
to deal with enemy warships. 

Field Marshal French yesterday re¬ 
ceived a deputation of Midland civic 
authorities headed by Arthur Neville 
Chamberlain, lord mayor of Birming¬ 
ham, to- whom he gave an outline of 
how he Intended to warn threatened 
areas. Headquarters, he said, would 
warn Its own local centers by telephone 
and they would set in motion tho ma¬ 
chinery for repelling raids, regulating 
the lighting and taking other neces¬ 
sary precautions. The postoffice au¬ 
thorities have guaranteed a perfect 
chain of warnings as soon as an occa¬ 
sion arises.

Left v&lone by a negro nurse. Mrs. 
Rdbocc* Anne McKinley, aged 7". was 
burned to death at the residence, 16 
East Pavilion street, late Monday aft¬ 
ernoon, her clothes catching fire from 
an open grate. J. R. McKinley, son 
of the aged woman, returned from work 
at 5 o’clock to find hta mother's 
charred body lying on the floor, the 
chair in which she had been sitting 
burned, and her clothes still burning. 

Mrs. McKinley, who was paralyzed 
on one side of her body, had been an 
Invalid for the past three years. Dur¬ 
ing that time her sons, J, fl. and C. 
W. McKinley, contractors, had em¬ 
ployed a negro woman to care for their 
mother, during the day when they were 
absent from home. 

- According to neighbors, the women 
left the McKinley residence shortly be¬ 
fore 3 o’clock, going away with a 
negro man. Late last night she bad 
not returned and could not be found 
despite efforts on the part of police 
to locate her. 

Ibmlilenee Not Kn»wii. 

The woman was known *to the Mc¬ 
Kinleys only as "Mary,” and her resi¬ 
dence could not be learned from them 
by the police officers last night. 

According to J. R. McKinley, who 
wag seen at the residence early last 
night by a Constitution reporter, Mrs. 
McKinley had been left with the ne¬ 
gro woman fbr a long time and had 
always been well cared for by- her. 

When he returned 1 to the residence 
lade (Monday evening he noticed smoke 
issuing from the cracks under the front 
door, which led into the room In which 
his mother was In the habit of sitting 
In front of a grate fire.

DELICATE POSH

of Teutons That Armed 
Merchant Ships Will Be 
Sunk Without Warning.

Washington, February 14.—The Unit¬ 
ed States probably win leave to future 
developments whether any action will 
be taken in response to the announce¬ 
ment Irott\the Teutonic allies that 
armed merchantmen beginning March 
1 -will be subjected to submarine at¬ 
tack without warning. 

From high official quarters today 
came the Intimation that the memo¬ 
randums received frbm the German and 
Austrian governments are considered 
in themselves a sufficient warning to 
Americana to refrain from engaging J 
passage on merchant chips of the claas 
of vessels affected by the order. 

In Delicate Fo«IU«a. 

The United State*, admittedly, has 
found itself to be in a delicate posi¬ 
tion as a result of ita memorandum 
to the entente allies and the memoran¬ 
dum from the central powers. 

Should this government approve of 
the position of the Teutonic allies, it 
Is believed diplomatic controversies Im¬ 
mediately would result, and it might 
even be charged that the United States 
had committed an onneutral act of ben¬ 
efit. to tho enemies of the entente. 

On the other hand the- central pow¬ 
ers, it is believed, might be offended 
should the state department ‘criticise 
adversely tbe{r memoranda, which was I 
generally regarded to be a development! 
of the American memorandum, sug¬ 
gesting the disarming of merchantmen.

‘In order, therefore, to satisfy the 
technical requirements of the statutes 
of the state of Ohio, I hereby consent 
to the use of my name o« a candidate 
fur the presidency by any candidate 
who seeks to be elected a delegate to 
the national democratic convention 
which is to assemble in June next.’’ 

First Formal Consent. 

This was the first time the presi¬ 
dent has consented formally to have 
his name used in connection with the 
nomination. Mis name has been placed 
ou primary ballots in Beveral states 
however, through the activities of 
fri«nds. ... .. . 

The president lakes the position that 
the voters will have to determine 
whether he will make the race for th© 
presidency In IB 16 as the democratic 
candidate. in a letter written to A. 
Mitchell Palmer before his inaugura¬ 
tion, Mr. Wilson made It plain that ho 
would only be a candidate again if 
th« democratic voters ileaired it. 

Political advisers and frienda of the 
president have taken for granted for 
months that he would be the nominee 
cif his party and havo made their plans 
accordingly The national democratic 
committee has prepared all the cam- 
i.aign material with the Idea that he 
would be the party candidate. 

The formal announcement today Is 
expected by democratic leaders to clar¬ 
ify the political actuation throughout 
the country Supporters of the presi¬ 
dent, they said today, now would be 
able to work for him more openly.

Alleged to Have Caused the 
Poisoning of Soup at Arch¬ 
bishop’s Banquet — Anar¬ 
chists Said to Be in Plot. 


Chicago. February 1 *.—Captain 
Nicholas Hunt, of the detective bureau, 
who 1 b directing the search for Jean 
Crone*, the missing assistant chef who 
Is imepected of having poisoned the 
soup served at a banquet to Arch¬ 
bishop Mundelein here last Thursday, 
said tonight that th« search has devel¬ 
oped the existence of a gang of fifteen 
anarchists whose grudge lay princi¬ 
pally against the church and church 
men. He said that he had the names 
of most of the members and that de¬ 
tectives have been Instructed to search 
for them. 

Captain Hunt named Frank Allegrinl, 
In whoso rooms anarchistic letters and 
literature were found, as one of the 
men. The names of the alleged an¬ 
archists are said to have been taken 
from these letters. They were Written 
in 1913 and are said to disclose a wide¬ 
spread plot, extending to Rome, Italy, 
to destroy churches and church prop¬ 
erty of all creeds. 

Efforts to Organise Urn aches. 

According to Detective Sergeant Paul 
Kicclo, who aided In translating the 
letters from the Italian In which they 
wore written, the headquarters of the 
aocf&ty was in Rome. Efforts were 
made, it was said, to organise branches 
t>f the society all over the world. In 
the United States public buildings were 
to receive tho attention of the anar¬ 
chists in addition to the churches. Most 
of the letters were without .signatures. 

One, dated Chicago, March 21, m3, 
was addressed to "Dear Allegrini.” An¬ 
other was dated "Halida, Colo., Sep¬ 
tember 18," and was addressed to “Dear 
Frank.*’ it wan signed “Joseph Folal- 
Udint." Still another was addressed to 
“Dear Cousin” from "Flqua, Ohio, May 
20. 1913." 

The first of the letters, unaddressed 
anrl unsigned, goes into details of a 
bomb invented by the writer. 

"This,"si says the letter, “will be a 
fine thing to throw among a lot of 
religious people when they go out 
dressed. In their best clothe* on the 
boulevards to talk the sermon over,” 

The »econd letter mentioned the re¬ 
ceipt of a letter from Allegrini. 

“I read your letter and am glad you 
are taking intere-at.’’ it said, "but 1 will 
recommend you to be careful with your 
pals, because there may be some trai¬ 
tors among them who cannot tell a lie 
to fool justice.” 

Thlnct* Pretty Bad. 

The third letter, which waa written 
from Halida, ©aid: 

T have sent your trunk. Things 
are pretty bad here. The strike is 
.pretty hot. but your trunk was In 
good hands all the time. That dirty 
—Machi has made a report that you 
(blank space) and khey are looking 
for you and I beg you to be careful 
and let me know If you are in a safa 

f lace. J will let you know why when 
write again. Lei me know jf y v u are 
•going to Ba-rre, Vt. Then you will 
give mo {blank spacer). Dot me know 
something of what is doing over there. 
"Mu t Nlrho I son Is work! ug over here 
with Nic Miller and yesterday they 
fired Miller. I don't know the reason 
why. Perhaps the reason is that he 
wanted to kill Rizxl.' 1 This totter was 
signed “Folallidlnl.” 

The Flqua letter mentions a person 
named "Fornara" and speaks of tho 
trunk containing “all those letters and 
papero" as having been under water 
for thirteen days. They were ruined 
by the water, the letter says. 

Most of the letters were not made 
public. All, it was said, allowed blank 
space** which apparently were under¬ 
scored by the correspondents. 

Several maps and drawings were 
found. They were said to Indicate 
thak the plotters had designs on the 
People* h Gas Light and Coke company 
building in Chicago and other cosily 
structures. Captain Hunt expressed 
the opinion that the attempt to wreck 
Bt. Patrick's Roman Catholic church 
In New York some time ago probably 
was part of the general plot of the an¬ 
archist*. 

After reading the translations Cap¬ 
tain Hunt sent telegrams to Nash¬ 
ville. Term.; Sallda. Colo.; St. Paul and 
St. Louis asking that search be made 
for Crones. Allegrini, a friend of 
Crone*, when asked concerning the let¬ 
ters Said that only three of them were 
his. He denied that he was an anar¬ 
chist or implicated on any illegal plot. 


DANIELS IS ATTACKED 

AS UNFIT FOR PLACE 

PlttsbUTg. Pa.. February 14_Secre¬ 

tary Daniels was taken to task by 8. 
Stan wood Menken, president of the Na¬ 
tional Security league. In an address 
at the annual banquet of the Engineers’ 
society of western Pennsylvania here 
tonight for planning “to give us a prom¬ 
issory note for a navy, payable in ten 
>«ar», with Installments maturing about 
five years from date of congressional 
enactment." 

"U is apparent that the secretary of 
the navy has not understood the situa¬ 
tion as now sensed by the president." 
continued Mr. Menken. 'Nor has he 
bad the Inspiration or judgment to rec- 
ognixe the greatness of his task and 
bring to his aid industrial leaders capa¬ 
ble of handling great enterprises. Mr, 
Daniels has shown no fitness for his po¬ 
sition. nor title to continue It. 1 yay 
this because at the present Juncture, 
with no politics but preparedness, no 
creed but America* we must feel tt the 
proper time to ask if the American peo¬ 
ple show their belief in Mr. Wilson by 
re-electing him. whether four years

ing William H. Orpet, University of 
Wisconsin student, who Is under ar¬ 
rest charged with causing the death 
of Mias Marfan Frances Lambert, the 
18 -year-old high school girl. 

Charles W. Hassingor, a clerk era-' 
ployed In the Tiedman pharmacy at 
Madteon, said today that be sold an 
empty two-ounce bottle to Orpet at 
noon on Tuesday* It was on this day 
that the collegian came to lake For¬ 
est. The next day he had his tryst 
with his former sweothearL 
BsrieS the PsImd. 

Search of the ash pile resulted from 
information received by State's Attor¬ 
ney Dady. It was on the estate of 
Cyrus H. McCormick, of which Orpet’a 
father, O. £. Orpet, to superintendsnt- 
An under-gardener admitted that he 
burled the poison under orders from 
the senior Orpet. 

**On today's developments we are 
ready to go to triaL,” said Mr. Dady. 
•*1 am convinced that the bottle pur¬ 
chased by y-oung Orpet is the one in 
which the deadly poison was contained. 
Young Orpet slept Tuesday night In 
a garage on the McCormick estate. The 
poison used for spraying plana was 
accessible. The cabinet In which it 
was kept was broken open. We have 
not found the bottle, although the pol- 
Hon was of a nature eo deadly that death 
must have come to Mlfla Lambert be¬ 
fore she could throw it away. A grain 
of the stuff Ls sufficient to cause in¬ 
stant death. Orpet has confessed that 
he stood beside her and saw her die. 
On these facta we are ready to go to 
trial.” 

Although Miss Lambert 1b said to 
have been confronted with the fear of 
motherhood in September, she was not 
in this condition at the time of her 
death, the autopsy showed, but told 
Orpet she was in the hope that ho 
would remain true to her.

The parents of the girl disclaimed 
today any desire to release Orpet from 
custody and urged that the law be per¬ 
mitted to take ita course. 

Although the nature of the poison 
which caused the girl’s death has been 
determined by an incomplete analysis 
of the stomaoii, the officer© are at a 
loss to account for the container. 

In the sixty letters which passed be¬ 
tween the girl and Orpet—-thirty-five 
written by him and twenty-five by her— 
the romance of the two has been traced 
from its inception to the time of the 
tragedy. 

The letters arc said to indicate that 
the girl’s condition alarmed them last 
September. Hia letters became cooler 
and less frequent.

It Is possible this is necessary under present 
federal laws, in order to preserve the valid¬ 
ity of the statutes enacted by the states. 
This makes It all the more necessary, if the 
prohibition states want prohibition and are 
to have it, that congress should provide the 
means of making It effective.

The state that wanted it could keep 
it; the state that didn't want it would not be 
flooded with liquor or liquor circulars from 
without. 

There is not going to be any fair test of 
real prohibition legislation until congress, by 
some such enactment, paves the way lor 
real enforcement of the state laws.

ANOTHER LYNCHING. 

With auother lynching in Twiggs county 
iaat week Georgia now has a record of an 
average of one a week since the beginning 
or the new year. If this rate Is maintained, 
it is easy to «ee how the state may double 
and even treble her performance of last 
year, when she surpassed every other state 
in the union (n.her exhibitions of mob vio¬ 
lence. 

Georgians, of course, are not going to 
permit this sort of thing to go on! Public 
sentiment, already awakened, needs to be 
aroused to determined action. Th« very 
force of it must compel official and legisla¬ 
tive action. 

Ovi'r i el tSoutb Carolina, when there is a 
ly ticking. the governor has the power and 
authority to remove Lhe sheriff from office 
at once, and explanation or excuse comes 
afterward This law, which has had n bene 
fitrial effect iu tlie direction intended, is 
founded upon the fact that when there Is an 
exhibition of mob violence, it Is prima facie 
evidence that somebody has failed to do 
his duty. It has pgpven that where the gov¬ 
ernor has power to remove the county officer 
charged with keeping the peace, before ex¬ 
planations are in order, there is considerably 
more diligence in preventing mob violence, 
and there itf, accordingly, less of it. 

The governor may reinstate the sheriff, 
if he makes out a satisfactory case and 
shows clearly he was not responsible; but 
where a sheriff and his friends know he is 
liable to lose his office unless mobs are kept 
down, the stale is naturally going to get 
substantial and beneficial results. 

The Georgia laws, strangely enough, ap¬ 
pear to be made in favor of tbe lynchers. If 
Georgia sheriffs were put an their mettle the 
same as those of South Carolina, it cannot 
bo questioned that there would be a material 
decrease in Georgia’s mob law record- 

One of the worst features from the stand- j 
point of this state now ia not so much the 
criticism from those of the north and east, 
but from our own neighbors right here at 
home. In commenting on the accuracy of 
The Constitution’s repeated prediction that | 
continued demonstrations of mob violence | 
for any cause would lead to lynchings'for j 
leaser offenses. The Columbia <S. C.) State 
says It looks as If Georgia was developing 
a set of ‘’contemptible cowards,” and that 
after awhile, if permitted to continue. Hie 
lynching mania will ultimately undermine 
the civilization of the state. 

K such comment is directed at ub by 
Uiose of our own flesh and blood, we can 
scarcely he surprised at anything those at a 
distance may say or think of us.

THE HOME OWNER'S PROBLEM. 

We publish today a discussion of the 
home owner’s problem by W. D. Beatie, 
based on an experience or twenty-eight 
years in supplying homes on the monthly 
payment plan, with payments ranging all the 
way from $6 to $60 per month. 

Mr. Beatie deals with the problem Trom 
a strictly business standpoint, bringing out 
forcibly the intrinsic value of the home pur¬ 
chase plan as compared with that of the 
renter. 

The question of home ownership lias an¬ 
other and an equally. If not more, important 
aspect, and that ia its effect upon the indi¬ 
vidual himself. Home ownership unques¬ 
tionably strengthens self-reliance and self- 
respect; It not only makes one a better man 
and a better citizen, but it inspires a greater 
degree of community confidence iu him, 
which is by no moans the least among val¬ 
uable assets. 

If there were only this In the investment, 
it would be well worth the while. But, view¬ 
ing It purely from the commercial side, there 
is enough in tbe argument to impel any 
well balanced man of family to proceed upon 
an investment basis, particularly with the 
extraordinary opportunities Atlanta now 
offers to secure his own home. 

The man who pays rent today Is just as 
surely paying taxes, insurance and repair 
bills upon the house in which be lives as if 
it stood in his own name. More than that, 
he Is paying the owner of the property a * 
substantial rate of interest upon his invest¬ 
ment in It. 

The man who pays rent is paying as 
much, or nearly aa much, and in some in¬ 
stances even more, than he would have to 
pay in monthly installments in the acquire¬ 
ment of his own home. 

In either event he is throwing away his 
opportunity to acquire something of his own. 
At the end of the' month the Tenter has 
nothing to show for his payment, except 
that he had shelter for himself and Tamily. 
At the cud of tbe month the home pur¬ 
chaser has acquired an equity in a piece of 
property, which grows* In value with every 
payment until, at the end of a few years, 
it is wholly his. 

Looked at simply from the standpoint of 
transforming rent payments into savings, it 
Is important enough to induce to action. But 
there is yet another side to it, that of invest- 
ment. It would mean saving against a rainy 
day, even if there were no opportunity for , 
enhancement. But such a thing is not to be 
considered In connection with Atlanta prop¬ 
erty. It grows and continues to grow in 
value, and this will always be true in any 
carefully' chosen location. 

There is, therefore, an unquestioned 
earning power added to the important prin- j 
cipie of saving. When the payments are j 
completed, the home owner has a piece of 
property that Is worth more than the price ^ 
he paid for It. 

Considered only from the commercial 
standpoint, there Is every good reason why 
the Atlanta man of family should buy his ! 
own home. But when there is added to it : 
the other aspect of character-strengthening 
and increased confidence, the argument be- I 
comes wholly unanswerable.

Proposes Plan to Revive 

American Merchant Marine 


Editor Constitution: As large manufactur¬ 
ers in the center part of the United States, 
but very little interested in expert business 
and not at all in shipbuilding business, yet 
wo are enthusiastic believers that the United 
Slates should have the largest navy in the 
world, as well as the. largest merchant ma¬ 
rine. 

We have 3 plan for building this mer¬ 
chant marine, which would cost the govern¬ 
ment and the people nothing and enable any 
established shipping company or new com¬ 
pany desiring *0 enter the field, - to secure 
ships for the purpose of carrying freight or 
passengers, at a price per year, for twenty- 
five yearn, of not over 5.K per cent of the 
cost of the ship. The specifications of these 
ships to be mutually agreed upon between 
the company and the government. 

To accomplish this, the government should 
issue bonds to cover the cost of as many 
ships as desired^ 20 per cent of these bonds 
to be payable in five years, 20 per cent of 
these bonds to be payable ip ten years, 20 
per cent of these bonds to be payable In fif¬ 
teen years, 20 pec cent of these bonds to be 
payable in twenty years, 20 per cent of these 
bonds to be payable in twenty-five years. 
Now. if the rate of Interest to b© paid on 
these bonds would be as high at 3 per cent, 
the shipping company, by paying 4 per cent 
on the cost of the chip for twenty-five years 
anti the 3 per cent interest carrying charges 
for the proportion of bonds due each year, 
the first five years they would pay $7,<*0b 
vearly on each $100,000 cost of ship; second 
five years $(5,400 yearly, third five years 
$5,800 yearly, fourth five years $6,200 yearly, 
fifth five years $4,600 yearly. An average 
of 0-8 per. cent of cast of ship yearly for 
twenty-five years, at the end of which they 
receive clear title to the ship. 

The company is to keep the ship to a 
certain degree of repair, under government 
Inspection, also the usual insurance to be 
carried on the ship and the expense of thU 
to be paid for by the company, and bond 
given to the government for all of its obli¬ 
gations. 

The government is to have the right to 
call for these ships at any time in case of 
war, and during the period of its holding the 
ship, there should be no expense to the 
company, and in case the ship is not returned 
to the company, the government to refund 
the 4 per cent paid on the principal. 

The government should repeal the pres¬ 
ent Law regulating wages, so that the com¬ 
pany has entire control of regulating not 
only the wages of at least the common d&a- 
men, but also to regulate its own freight 
charges, working under the United States 
anti-trust laws, same as any other corpora¬ 
tion. . The shipping company should, of 
course, be only an American corporation or 
individual. Under these conditions tho ship¬ 
ping company should be able to secure ships 
without the necessity of raising a large Cap¬ 
ital and. under conditions which would be 
moat advantageous to' themselves, particular¬ 
ly If they could regulate their own manage¬ 
ment of the ship- The government should 
have no control of the ship employees, ex¬ 
cept that a certain number of th© officers 
should be trained navy men. 

On this basis’the government would have 


no expense whatever for this class of ship 
during ti*ies of peace. The people could 
have no objection to this plan, as they would 


have no objection to this plan, as they would 
have to pay no. taxes in connection with* 
same, only in Urn© of war. The shipping 
company, by receiving a clear title to- the 
ship at the end of the twenty-five year* 
will have an extra Inducement to keep tho 
ship in as good repair as possible and -neing

Editor Constitution: It waa in June, 1886, 
that I began selling homes on the monthly 
payment plan as a side line to my regular 
business. At that time and for many years 
afterwards, I waa the only person here wty> 
could offer suoh terms. During these years 

I have sold many hundreds of homes to 
all classes cf people, from the humble day 
laborer to the high salaried office man, and 
on terms from $6.00 a month to $60.00 a 
month, with internet Included in the monthly 
payments and with interest added to the 
payments, and I believe that I have learned 
some lew things about the business. 

My experience shows that taking the aver¬ 
age of conditions no man should obligate 
himself to pay more than one-fourth of his 
monthly income for a home. In other words. 
If he Is making $10 a week, he can £ay $10 
a month for hia home. If he is making 
$25 a' week, he can pay $26 a month for a 
home, and so on, and he should not under¬ 
take to pay more. If he buys on that baste 
he is reasonably sure to finish his payments 
and in due time own the property. If he 
has only the normal amount of sickness, idle- 
nesg. etc., he will get through without great 
privation; If he has less than the normal 
he will get through and will not miss the 
money; If he has more Ilian usual sickness. 
Idleness and misfortune, he will have a hard 
Ptruggl*', but. he can gel through. Tf ho obli¬ 
gates himself to pay more a month on tiis homo 
than his salary per week, hn is almont sure to 
fall^rlown on his payments and lose the place. 

No salaried man ought, under any circum¬ 
stance©, to buy on monthly payments an old 
house or a place carrying a mortgage. The 
repalrtj on an old house added to his month¬ 
ly payments will bo too heavy for him to 
carry, and the amount necessary for repairs 
being .an unknown quantity, is » great bur¬ 
den. Even If tho bouse has been gone over 
and all apparent repairs made, sftll it ia un¬ 
safe because new needs arc developed day by 
day and more and more repairs become 
necessary. A well-built house only a few 
years old might be bought at a bargain, but 
a house over ten years old should not be 
considered at any price no mutter bow well 
built it may seem to be. 

The Trouble With Mortgngen- 

The salaried man should not consider for 
a moment the carrying of a mortgage In ad¬ 
dition to Ills monthly payments, because, 
first. It makes the property cost him more 
than If there were no morlgagt, A simple 
calculation will convince anyone that to 
carry part of the purchase money as a. Limn 
loan, paying interest on it until the monthly 
payments are made, renewing it arid paying 
it off iu monthly payments will make the 
property cost much more than if the month¬ 
ly payments alone are carried and met month 
l>y month as agreed. Again, mortgages have 
a habit of falling due and very few, if any, 
salaried men arc prepared to pay out a thou¬ 
sand or moro dollars In a lump after strug¬ 
gling with monthly payments regularly for 
some years. Consequently, the mortgage 
must be renewed or the property lost. There 
are times when a mortgage cannot be re¬ 
newed, or if renewed, it is at a heavy in¬ 
terest rate and a commission which usually 
adds 1 per cent to the interest paid. I am 
sure that more than half the homos under 
mortgage bought by salaried men are never 
paid for, but are lost on account of the 
weight of the burden undertaken. 

The plan of averaging the Interest and 
adding it to the payments so that the pur¬ 
chaser has the same amount to pay eacb 
month as long as the contract runs, is un- 
wise, for tho reason that the purchaser in 
that case is paying interest before it is 
earned for the first hair of the contract pe_ 
riod, - and if, for any reason, he should lone 
tho plae^ he loses just that much more 
money.

Iil times of drought they arc seriously 
, injured. The young ceil which is in-closcd 
with. a. cell membrane speedily shows a ten¬ 
dency to accumulate water in ita interior. 
Gradually drops of water appear, until ulti¬ 
mately a vacuole, which is always full of 
liquid, is formed. 

In the plant which consists of a nmnbjfcr 
of ceils such a vacuole ia found in cve«ty 
adult cell as long as it is living. In other 
words, healthy protoplasm must always be 
in direct contact with water. It ia only 
while satnrxtr.Mi with water that the active 
life of protoplasm can exist. 

With very rare exceptions, if a cell la 
one© completely dried, even at a low tem¬ 
perature, its life is gone and restoration of 
water fails to enable it to recover, 

Tho life of a plant is Intimately connect¬ 
ed with the renewal of th© water which its 
©ells contain. Fresh liquid must be con¬ 
stantly taken in, and that which Ls already 
there must, to a certain extent, be removed. 
The plant demands, In fact, a kind of circu¬ 
lation of water, and thia becomes the more 
imperative as the growth of the plant in¬ 
creases. 

It has been proved that, protoplasm, 
which, as we have seen, is the active sub¬ 
stance found In ©very living cell or plant 
or animal, draws its nutriment eventually 
from the Water which comes to it. 

It has also been established that -proto¬ 
plasm must return to this water such waste 
product* as it gives off- 

lt must obtain Its oxygen, for instance, 
from water, for this element can only pass 
hitq the interior of a cell through the liquid 
which enters that cell. • Thus we see that

It is not difficult to believe, therefore, 
that the body of a man weighing J 60 pounds, 
made up of more than 100 pounds of water! 
contains all that water as the result of a 
fixed Jaw'. 

Of tho solid matter to be found in the 
human body about one-fifth is made up- of 
the minerals—iron, calcium, phosphorus, po¬ 
tassium, magnesium, manganese, sodium, 
sulphur, silicon, fluorine, iodine and chlo¬ 
rine. 

Chlorides and phosphates with carbon¬ 
ates and sulphates form the chief of these 
mineral salts, as far as weight Is concerned, 
but some of the salts which appear in mere 
traces, such as fluorine and Iodine, have 
essential functions to perform, and without 
them there is much, evidence to support the 
assertion that human life could not exist. 

One of humanity’s most conspicuous stos 
of omission or neglect lia^ been ita failure 
reverently to consider the majesty, the dig¬ 
nity afid the complexity of the human body, 
which, considered apart from the human 
| soul, is th© most majestic work of oreation. 
I X.et us for instance examine a little detail 
f of that majestic Creation. 

If wc put a trace of blood under the mi¬ 
croscope an astonishing picture iu witnessed. 
Hundreds of little corpuscles arc seen swim¬ 
ming about. Most Of them are red, but a 
conaidc j*abie number are'white. ' 

A single drop of blood contains so many 
millions - of corpuscles, far more than all 
th© visible stars in the sky, that ]©«« than a 
hundredth part of a drop, the merest trace, 
muat be used on. the field under the objec¬ 
tive In order that we may see anything at all. 

The' red and white corpuscles alone are 
sufficient to confound all the wisdom of the 
world, but they, are not the only things dis¬ 
covered in that fragment o£ a drop of blood. 
‘ in addition to them wc find the salts that 
we have seen, such as Iron, calcium, phos¬ 
phorus, sodium, potassium, magnesium, sul¬ 
phur, phlorine and many other compounds 
Which we shall not consider here, 

These substances are always found when 
pure and. normal blood is examined, so that 
it is evident that they must get into the 
blood through some definite channel and in 
obedience to some well defined law. Jt has 
been established on many occasions by scien¬ 
tific investigators that the red and white 
corpuscles have certain welL defined work 
to do. It is also evident that anything which 
Interferes with their work or keepj them 
out ©f the blood la an enemy of life. 

To make that marvellously complex Solu¬ 
tion which wc hay© seen fit to call blood, 
nature r obtains her building materials from 
food. Let us emphasize this fact over and 
over again. We can never attach to it too 
great an importance. The character of the 
bloqd depends upon Jhe character of the 
food supplied to the digestive organa. What 
kind of blood is supplied to the nearly 400,-

New York, February 14.—The cotton 
market failed to hold an early advance 
today and May contracts eased off from 
12 22 to 12.13. closing at 12-16. The .gen¬ 
eral list closed steady, net unchanged 
to 5 point* higher. Ov*r-hollday de¬ 
velopments evidently failed to create 
any fresh sentiment of consequence, 
and trading was quiet. 

The market opened stand y at an ad¬ 
vance of 2 to 7 points In response to 
higher Liverpool cables and sold about 
4 to 8 points net higher during the 
early trading, with March working up 
tp 11 . 98 , July to 12 . 2 a and October t D 
12.40. There was some Liverpool buy¬ 
ing on this advance, as well as cover¬ 
ing and a little support from local 
bulls, but after the close abroad the 
demand tapered off and price* turned 
hosier under a renewal of March liqui¬ 
dation from wire and commission house 
•ourcea, while there was also scatter¬ 
ing local pressure encouraged by the 
fragging tendency at New Orleans. Of¬ 
ferings were not heavy or aggressive, 
however, and after sagging off to 11-36 
for March, 12.30 for July and 12.33 for 
October, prices rallied 2 or 3 polnta. 

Tha census figures on supply ftfi<5 
distribution showed a domestic mill 
consumption of lint cotton for January 
of 6 42,056 bales, compared with 564,726 
lor December. This falling off may 
possibly have been & disappointment 
to some of tbe local bulls, but the re¬ 
port Indicated a new high record con¬ 
sumption of liuters, the figures for 
January being 96,499 bales, against 
35,959 for the same month last year, 
and the combined consumption of lint 
and llnters was 637.554 bales, compared 
with 633,580 for the month of De¬ 
cember. 

On the whole, consequently, the fig¬ 
ures seemed to be considered about in 
line with expectation*, and local trad¬ 
ers appeared to be waiting for fresh 
developments In the spot markets, or 
in the shipping situation. 

According to the figures of a local 
authority the amount of cotton on shlp- 
fcoard awaiting clearance at the eloa* 
of last week wa* only 133,693 bales, 
against 174,784 the previous week, and 
4 52,522 bale* at the same time last 
year,

COFFER SEeDRiriES 
ARE S1U1 LEADERS 


All Metal Shares Command 
Attention — Lower Trend 
in Rails and Many Other 
Groups Is Pronounced. 


New Tork, February 14. — Metal 
•hares commanded the bulk of specu¬ 
lative attention in today's dull and 
irregular market, with new high rec¬ 
ords for Anaconda, Utah. Butte ^nd Su¬ 
perior, Shattuck- Arizona atid Chino, 
while American Zinc alao^ touched a 
new maximum.

The further rise was attributed main¬ 
ly to yet another advance In the price 
of refined -copper, » quotation of 27 V4® 
being - .fixed by producers and dealers 
for June delivery.

Baldwin 
Locomotive and American Car were In¬ 
clined to aag, this same condition ap¬ 
plying to the fertilizers, Distillers Secu¬ 
rities, United States Industrial, Alcohol 
and a hfUfacore of specialties whose 
movements are largely governed bv the 
rise or fa -11 of the munitions dLvlslop. 
Mercantile Marine preferred wa* weak, 
losing 414 points at 71. nnd Mexican 
Petroleum yielded at the close. 

- Distinct heaviness prevailed among 
the rails from the outset, Canadian. Pa¬ 
cific scoring an extreme loss of at 
172, while St- Paul, New York Contrail, 
Heading. New Haven, Chesapeake and 
Ohio, and Erie* were 1 to 2 points low¬ 
er. United States Steel was another 
unsettling feature, persistent -pressure 
affecting an extreme loss of lVi *t 
83%. 

The lower trend, which was most 
pronounced in the final dealings, was 
associated with tears of further foreign 
liquidation. 

This was heightened by another large 
Inflow of high-grade stocks and bonds 
from abroad.* Conservative sentiment 
also was affected to a> degree because 
of the new phases Injected Into the in¬ 
ternational situation by the Teutonic 
submarine policy. 

Foreign exchange markets were 
with some greater firmness In Sterling 
rates. Marks and rubles also hardened, 
the latter on purchases of finance bills 
In fairly round amounts.
